Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 1 and 14 are allowed because the prior art of record fails to 
teach or fairly suggest a system or method that includes a packet data serving node 
releasing a tunnel with a packet control function utilized to forward data for a mobile 
station and a portion of session context information to support a reduced dormant state, 
and sending a reconnection request to the packet control function for establishment of a 
new tunnel in response to receiving new data for the mobile station. 
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Independent claims 15 and 23 are allowed because the prior art of record fails to 
teach or fairly suggest a system or method that includes a packet control function 
apparatus releasing a tunnel between the packet control function and a packet data 
serving node utilized to forward data for a mobile station after a period of mobile station 
session inactivity and receiving a reconnection request from the packet data serving 
node for establishment of a new tunnel. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
